T h e Stnek-Y ards .Strike. 
Chicago, October R th .—Mr. Harry, of 
the A rbitration Committee appointed by 
the K nights of Labor to adjust the labor 
trouble in the stoek yards, said to-day that 
he had hopes of m aking a settlement in the 
morning, and would at any rate know be­ 
fore noon what the prospects of compro­ 
mising the difficulties were. lie was some­ 
what surprised at the proceedings of the 
packers at their m eeting yesterday, and 
said that when lie saw them yesterday fore­ 
noon they had said nothing to him about 
any determination to hold out for ten 
hours, but what they had said rather led 
him to believe that a compromise m ight be 
arranged. 
A rm our's beet batchers still re­ 
main at work, by order of the Knights, al­ 
though they are restive under the fact that 
ears are loaded by clerks and outsiders. 
The l ’inkerton men have completed their 
culinary apparatus, and will live entirely 
ia the W ashington packing-house. They 
can't buy anything outside, for, except at 
the Transit House, there is a rigid boycott 
against them . 
‘'T h e men have their mind 
set on the eight-hour rule, and will agree lo 
nothing else. 
We made a proposition this 
morning to the packers that the eight-hour 
rule be continued, and that the men will 
all agree to work all the overtim e neces­ 
sary. This will he practically a recognition 
of the eight-hour system, and will be ac­ 
cepted by the men. The packers sub­ 
m itted the proposition that the men be 
paid by the hour. This will not be ac­ 
cepted. 
If I tind that things areas 1 some­ 
times suspect they are, and that the pack­ 
ers are playing a waiting game, I will take 
more energetic measures at once, and on 
m y return to Richm ond shall tell the 
Knights there th at Armour beef is not as 
good as it used to be, and we will see liow 
the opinions of 200,000 men throughout 
the country will ail'eei trade.” 
H e n ry G e o r g e ’* C l a p t r a p . 
N ew Y ork, October 13th.—H enry George 
is beginning to introduce his theoretical 
ideas into his campaign speeches. 
A t a 
meeting held last night he said : “ I want 
you to show the political managers that 
workingmen have a right to be heard. 
Right here in New York, where you are 
now placed, you have no rights but to 
work and toil and pay wliat you earn for 
the privilege of living. 
W hy have you not 
rights? 
Because you have not asserted 
them . These horse cars that run along 
your streets should be free as a ir; just as 
free as tlie elevator that carries you into 
the upper stories of tall buildings. It is 
your privilege to have the cars run you out 
to the unoccupied land that lies all about 
you and held by m illionaires for a rise. 
We fought to blot out one form of slavery, 
but another, more vicious and which is fast 
eating at the vitals of the republic, has 
taken its place. The siave-owner fed his 
slaves. How m any in the hearing of my 
voice have sufficient food to appease their 
hunger ? How many in the radius of halt 
a mile know where they are to sleep to­ 
night? 
How m any know where they are 
to get their breakfast? You are in indus­ 
trial slavery. 
W hat are you todo about it? 
Klect m e M ayor and I shall endeavor to put 
in operation a reform. You call this your 
country, yet you cannot call one square 
inch of it your own.”

N ew York, October 13th.—Bob Inger- 
soll has announced him self in favor of 
H enry George. H e advises the Republi­ 
cans to indorse and vote for the Labor can­ 
didate. It does not seem at all probable,

fact, in view of the present confused con- 
ditionsof the Mayoralty contests, the Re­ 
publicans are quite hopeful of electing a 
candidate of their own.

Y o r k , October 13th.—To-dav, on 
application of the District Attorney, the 
bail of Alderman Savles was declared for­ 
feited.

W a s h i n g t o n , 
October 
13th. — Justice 
Field completes to-dnv a continuous term 
of tw enty-nine years on the bench. He 
became Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of California October 13, 1337, and 
serving nearly I wo years was promoted to 
the Chief Justiceship of that Stale. H e 
tilled this position fi-r nearly three years 
and a half, when, without solicitation, lie 
was appointed by President Lincoln, in the 
spring of LS(j3, as Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, ami 
is ranked only in length of service by Ju s­ 
tice Miller, who was appointed in 18G2. 
Hence he has served on the bench ot the 
United.States Supreme Court twenty-three 
years and six m onths. It is-liis expectation 
to rem ain on the Supreme bench at least a 
year and a half longer, so that when he 
shall have completed a seivice of twenty- 
five yeat3 as a m ember of that tribunal tie 
can retire, w ith tlie judicial labors of a 
quarter of a century, u3 a national law­ 
giver, to his credit.

“ The town of Sabine Pass was totally de­ 


stroyed by the water of the Sabine river 


last night. There are known to be 05 lives 


lost. 
Last night, during the overflow, a 


hotel with 125 or 20 people in it was swept 


out into the buy, and every one of the in ­ 


mates drowned. The Captain of a schooner 


from there to-day says that not a house is 


left in the whole country, and every living 


thing there was drowned. 
A party of men 


came from Beaumont this evening on the 


train, with the intention of joining the 


people of Orange, and going down to Sa­ 


bine Pass with a relief boat.” 


N o t e .—The wires have been down all 


day on both sides of Orange. Sabine Pass 


is 12 miles below Beaum ont, on tlie Sabine 


river, which empties into the G ulf of Mex­ 


ico. 
[Note.—T he town of Sabine Psss was in 
Jetlerson county, Texas, on the bank of a 
narrow inlet connecting Sabine Lake with 
the Gulf of Mexico, the lake, or bay, being 
at the ntouth of Sabine river. 
Tlie town 
had a population in 1880 of 400 persons, 
and if the destruction^be as complete as 
reported, of course the loss of life is m uch 
greater than indicated in the above dis­ 
patch. The town was connected by rail, at 
Beaumont, witli tlie main line from Hous­ 
ton to New Orleans. The land on which 
it was situated is probably—like most of 
that along the Texas shore—but a few feet 
above the Gulf level, and therefore at the 
mercy of tidal waves or an unusually high 
sea.—E ds.] 


M o n o mi Outra<-«-s Su T rin ity C ounty. 
Concerning the recent m urder of Erick­ 
son and other outrages upon citizens in 
Trinity county of late, the San Francisco 
Chronicle say s: 
Among those who persecuted Erickson 
was a m em ber of the Mormon Church who 
figured in the Mountain Meadows massa­ 
cre. The woman who shot at him lias re­ 
sided in Trinity county sines her girlhood. 
She married a gambler, and during a row 
with him narrow ly escaped with her life. 
H er gambler husband shot at her, the hail 
passing through a basin which she held up 
for protection, and then spent itself on a 
steel stay in her corset. 
Another of his 
enemies killed a man in Plum as county a 
few years ago, and still another killed a 
man in Yirginia, Nev., some tim e since. 
Another has boon biding fugitives from 
justice, and others me men with records. 
As soon as Erickson had been buried 
steps were taken to discover the murderers. 
Tlie defective agency of Curtin <fc Lawson 
of this city was employed. Detective Law­ 
son and an assistant have, been in Trinity 
county for three weeks working in the 
vicinity of 
the m urder. 
One Salmon 
Brown, a son of John Brown, whose “soul 
goes m arching on,” living near by, has 
rendered effective service. There being no 
wagon roads in the country, the work of 
the detectives lias been a very difficult and 
tedious one. 
However, they have secured 
and placed in jail Gtorge M. Trogdon, 
George H . Kuntz, George Orr, Charles 
Armstrong. C. Shaefcr and L. G. Cutler, all 
charged with m urder. These men were 
taken from the Mad-river country to Weav- 
erville, a distance of sixty miles. There is 
said to be very strong evidence in the hands 
of the detectives against all of these pris­ 
oners, and they were committed w ithout 
bail. The prisoners have demanded sepa­ 
rate examinations, which were to be given 
them on flic 13th inst. before Judge Brown 
at Wcaverville.

W h a t th e K n ig h ts a re D o in g . 
R ichmond, October 13th.—The most im ­ 
portant business of tiie Convention was 
begun yesterday, when the General Master 
W orkm an declared the am endm ents to the 
constitution in order, and was sustained in 
his decision by the Assembly. Tlie work 
of am ending the constitution was resumed 
this m orning and prosecuted throughout 
the session. 
The proposed am endm ent to tlie consti­ 
tution, extending to two years the terms of 
all general officers, excepting the members 
of the Co-operative Board, was taken up 
and adopted. Tiie terms of the members 
of the Co-operative Board remain as at 
present. 
W hen that m atter had been dis­ 
posed of, the regular order of business was 
suspended ar.d the General Assembly pro­ 
ceeded to the election of general officers. 
General Master W orkman Powderly and 
General W orthy F ircman Griffiths were re­ 
elected. 
A t the afternoon session it was decided 
to divide the office of General Secretary and 
Treasurer. Charles H. Litchtnan, of Mar­ 
blehead, Mass , and Joseph Buchanan, of 
Denver, Col , were placed in nom ination 
for Secretary. 
Litehman was elected by 
m ore than 130 majority. Frederick Turner, 
present General Secretary and Treasurer, 
was elected Treasurer. Balloting for m em ­ 
bers of the Executive Board then began. 
The following names were placed in noni- 
inat'.on : 
John W. Hayes, New Jersey; 
Thomas P. Barry. Michigan ; W. II. Bailey. 
Oiiio: T. it. McGuire, New York; Tom 
O'Reilly, New Y 'ork: Joseph Buchanan, 
Colorado; W nt. II. Mullen, R ichm ond; 
Ira 1!. Avlsworth, Baltimore, and John 
Howe. Massachusetts. 
An informal ballot 
was taken, in which Ilayes lead in the 
num ber of votes polled, with Barry second. 
Some delegates wanted to continue voting, 
but a motion to adjourn until to morrow 
was put and carried.

MR. GEOKGE’3 REMARKABLE SPEECH. 


In another column appears a dispatch 
giving an idea of a very incendiary speech 
by Mr. Henry George, a candidate for 
Mayor of the American metro[Hilis. 
We 
invite to its reading; brief as it is, it is 
enough. 
\nd so Mr. George has made 
“ the appeal final ” to the workingmen of 
New York. 
That is to say, he has at last 
put into plain, concise, vicious English, 
what he has all these years clothed in 
some less offensive raiment in his “ Pro­ 
gress and Poverty,” liis essays in the illus­ 
trated papers, in his lectures in Eugland, 
and in h is ‘‘ talks” to the jieople in this 
country, lie tells the workingmen of New 
York that certain things ought to he free— 
street cars, for instance, 
lie does 110. 
say, in so many words, the lands should be 
free, but he intends it, and permits his 
bearers to infer it from Ills remark that the 
means of transportation should be free to 
carry them out to the unoccupied lands 
held bv capitalists on speculation. 
Really George would not dare in this 
campaign to preach seizure of lands and 
division among the people, but he does be­ 
lieve in such taxation upon land, that 
with the State owning the means of trans­ 
portation cars could be run free for all to 
ride. 
That is, he would tax some, and 
many he would not tax at all, except indi­ 
rectly, as all consumers are. That he would 
have the State own the lands, and permit 
their use by those who would best use 
them, is logically inferable from what lie 
has just said to the workingmen of New 
York. 
At feast it must result, if anything 
does, from his theories. 
But 
Ilenry 
George 
cannot 
believe 
that this will ever lie done in America— 
certainly never under our present form of 
government. 
Generally a well-informed 
man on economic questions, and a think­ 
ing man certainly, Mr. George in this 
instance plays the demagogue, for he 
knows very well that the street-cars will 
not be free; that no man will ever pay by 
coercion that another may ride ; that the 
lands never will be given to those not 
thrift}' and prudent to store and buy. 
Yet 
lie permits his hearers to think they all 
should have a farm free. 
He is bidding 
for votes, and to secure them, like other 
politicians and other demagogues before 
him, lie has got down out of his l>ooks and 
now poses before tlie country as a new 
eavior. 
“ Elect me Mayor,” he exclaims, 
“ and I will put in operation a reform.” 
Adroit George—he did not promise re­ 
sults, he is too shrewd to do that. 
What he did say was intended to touch 
the pocket nerve; it was addressed to the 
passions of men. He asked, “ How many 
had not food ? How many had not a place 
to sleep?” 
.Saying more than this was 
not necessary. He knew his hearers would 
draw the inevitable conclusion, that such 
as thought they had not food or lodging— 
or the equivalent, ability to honestly get 
them—would understand that the road to 
the end was by seizure, if not then and 
there by foree and arms, at least in some 
other way which, somehow, or in some 
manner, George is to point out. 
And so Mr. Henry George progresses 
from poverty sufficiently toward Commun­ 
ism and Socialism and Anarchism to lie 
now recognized by the American public as 
their advocate; if not thoroughly so now, 
lie soon will be. 
George is putting a ball 
in motion he cannot stop. 
Society will do 
that, but in the meantime it will crush 
Mr. George, and the men now shouting his 
battle-cry will rise up and curse him. 
We have no fears of Mr. George, for, 
like all intellectual cranks, liis forte lies 
in the theoretical. 
He never was a practi­ 
cal man. 
He is dangerous only so far as 
danger arises from ignorant 
audiences 
he addresses. 
Among others he will effect 
little. But just now he has great influence, 
■springing out of the enthusiasm of a 
multitude of workingmen in New York 
and another multitude of drunken, loafing, 
beer-gu/.zling drones, who would not work 
if employment were offered them with a 
premium. 
With these, egged on by im­ 
ported Socialists, Mr. George is a present 
idol and much exalted. 
But really be is 
very little different in the ultimate of his 
doctrines from Justus Schwab and Herr 
Most. 
They are more direct in their 
m ethods; less able to gild the socialistic 
pill ; and there the difference really ends. 
It has been said that George and others 
«>f his ilk are of the better kind of Social- 
i- is. 
In America there is uo grading the 
breed; they are, in any and every degree 
aud form, the enemies of a republican 
system of government. 
They would set 
up an idea that in practice is utterly de­ 
structive of the State as a sovereignty 
deriving power from the free will of the 
governed. 
Mr. George tells the working­ 
men that they are enslaved, so does Justus 
Schwab. 
He shouts to them, “ You are 
in industrial slavery; what are you to do 
about it?” 
So did Anarchist Parsons and 
Louis 
L ingg: 
but 
they 
were more 
frank, 
ami 
told 
the 
workingmen 
what 
to 
do 
about 
it — throw 
Rq-sian bombs into the heart of American 
liberty—and they did it, and 
Parsons, 
I.ingg, Engel and four others are to swing 
for it—just as Mr. George ought to, if ever 
he goes to the logical end of his vicious 
doctrine and advises men to act as did the 
more advanced Socialists, Engel and Par 
sons and I.ingg : and George may come to 
that— his drill is all that way. 
Society, fortunately, Is vastly more co­ 
hesive than Mr. George, in his intense 
O otism, imagines. 
Society believes in the 
fair reward of industry and the broadest 
«y ge possible for every bread-winner. But 
when the liread-winner tells society it oircs 
him a living, irrespective of his own 
efforts, it repels the claim and gives tha 


bread-winner to understand that there is 
no excellence without labor, no reward 
without the winning. 
Projierty-pos.ses.sing 
society recognizes that there is hunger in 
the land, want, sore distress; that there 
always has been ; that there always will 
be, 
varying 
only 
as 
to 
time 
in 
degrees 
of severity; 
and 
society 
la­ 
bors 
to 
mitigate 
these 
evils. 
It 
cannot wholly do so, because the sources of 
evil, the grosser passions of men and their 
vicious ajijietites keep up an over supply. 
Admitted that the relief is not always ad­ 
equate, still society is doing more day by 
day, improving its methods, broadening its 
field of work and enlarging its mercies. 
But Anarchism, ujxm the threshold of 
which George is standing—perhaps he 
thinks not—really proposes the rule of a 
few over the many, a paternal council that 
shall define all duties, outline all courses, 
and work out, in short, the destruction of 
all jiroperty jiossessions, the death of hu­ 
man ambition and the stagnation of hu­ 
man energy. 
Can any one have any doubt 
concerning the outcome ? 


T H E POOR B L IN D FOOLS. 


When brought to bar to have a day set 
for his hanging, Lingg, the Chicago An­ 
archist and Socialist, declared with a seini- 
tragic a ir : “ 1 tell you I die gladly on the 
gallows, in the sure hope that hundreds 
and thousands of peojjle to whom I have 
sjiokeu will now recognize aud use dyna­ 
mite. 
In this hope 1 despise you and I 
despise your laws. 
Hang me for it.” 
Lingg misjudges the hundreds and the 
thousands. 
His carcass swingiug on high 
will typify the certainty of the offended 
j aw, the inalienable right of men to pro­ 
tect themselves against beasts of prey. 
It 
will swing a ghastly reminder to other 
cranks to think wisdom and avoid all foree 
and coercion to impress their doctrines 
upon their fellows. 
Why, this 
rascal 
Lingg came from a land where he would 
not even have been permitted to sjieak 
from the jirisoner’s dock. 
H e is of a 
monarchy where one class, by assumed di­ 
vine right, rules auother. 
He is of a 
nationality where human liberty is but a 
nominal fact. 
He is a native of a foreign 
state where, when convicted, the magis­ 
trate would have at once jailled on the 
black caji and sentenced him, and the pub­ 
lic executioner have jtrejiared him for the 
gibbet inside the very day of condemna­ 
tion. 
It is incomprehensible that men of 
his class escajied from beneath the iron 
heel of tyranny—the desjiotic rule; men 
who have slipped from the grasp of task- 
maskers and found refuge in a land where 
there is no lim it to human ambition, no 
end to human hope, no barrier to worth, 
no distinction by class, no ruler, no ruled— 
where man is absolutely, wholly, grandly 
free; free to spread, vault and leap in the 
race of life without let or hindrance; in- 
comjirehensible that such men can here in 
America see so blindly, think so wickedly, 
advise so nefariously. It is charity—Chris­ 
tian charity—to hold that all such jioor 
fools are crazed, irresjionsibleand jiossessed 
of the devil. 


THE CASE OF GENERAL MILES. 


The wisdom of waiting for the proof has 
again been exemplified 
in the case of 
General Miles. 
That officer for five weeks 
has labored under all sorts of charges by a 
suspicious press, and a susjiieions peojde in 
Arizona—charges that he had secured 
Geronimo’ssurrender on conditions humil­ 
iating to our Government. Even the news 
came from Washington a fortnight ago— 
with all the regalia of official utterance 
about it, apparently—that General Miles 
was under a cloud, and would certainly be 
reprimanded. 
Now the truth comes out. 
General Miles received Geronimo’s sub­ 
mission without any conditions whatever, 
and he followed to the letter the instruc­ 
tions of Ills superiors at Washington. 
So 
here is another character that was for a 
time smirched by biting suspicion, cleared 
and washed white by the truth. 
But the 
very next case will be as bad as this, for to 
our discredit be it said, the American peo­ 
ple are prune to accept the first story that 
comes to hand.

have changed their residence, and are not 
now entitled to vote. These names are 
sought out and voted by so-calloi men, 
who sell their votes and themselves on 
election days, for a price all the wav from 
a drink of fortv-rod whisky to $2 50. 
There are numerous other methods by 
which illegal voting is carried on, but this 
one should be effectually stopped by ex­ 
amination of the Register by residents ot 
each precinct, and jtreparing them for use 
at the polls. 


SAN FRANCISCO 
ITEMS. 


W. M. Chapman has been arrested on 
charges of embezzlement and grand lar­ 
ceny. 
The steamer State of California has ar­ 
rived. 39 hours and 30 minutes from As­ 
toria and 53 hours out from Portland. 
Prince Napoleon and suite paid a visit of 
insjtection to Senator Stanford’s Palo Alto 
farm, aud took great interest in the live 
stock. 
John Dougherty, a boiler-maker, charged 
with fraudulent registration, was examined 
before United States Commissioner Sawyer, 
and the complaint dismissed. 
A waiter named Robert Peterson drojtped 
dead on Tuesday morning. The cause of 
death is attributed to cramps in the bowels. 
The deceased was a single man, aged 28 
years. 
TheSouthern Pacific has not the slightest 
intention of depriving Sail Jose, Sacra­ 
mento and other distributing points through 
the State of the concessions made to them 
some time ago. 
The funeral services of the deceased ar­ 
tist, G. J. Denny, took nlace on Sunday. A 
large number of friends were present, and 
many handsome floral offerings were laid 
upon the casket. 
James C. Rogers, an American, 05 years 
of age, employed as a laborer at the Pacific 
Mail docks, drojtped dead, while at work 
on the docks, on Tuesday morning. Heart 
disease was tbe cause of death. 
The foundation for the Halleck statue, in 
Golden Gate Park, is now being jtlaced in 
position, and as soon as it has become 
thoroughly settled 
the statue 
will be 
erected. This will probably be done next 
week. 
Miss Guenin, who shot herself in the 
head with a pistol on Monday morning, 
while temporarily out of her mind, was 
reported Tuesday evening as being in a 
critical condition, and lier death is ex­ 
pected at any moment. 
Mayor Playter, of Oakland, has vetoed 
the ordinance that grants to the Alameda 
Railroad and Piedmont Railroad Company 
the right to construct and maintain a track 
from the corner of Seventh street and 
Broadway to the Webster-street bridge.

to the best possible advantage.

rains come there will be little opportunity 
to get about.

E scapade o f a R attlesnake—A B rief but 
E ventful Career. 
Last evening a large crowd collected 
around the show-window of Spieker s drug 
store, Sixth and K streets, to witness the 
chloroforming of a large rattlesnake that 
has been on exhibition for the past three 
m onths. 
His snakeship is nearly four feet 
in length, and is a beautiful specimen of 
the deadly species. 
He was caught in the 
wagon road near the town of Fresno, some 
four m onths ago, by a traveling agent of 
the firm, and by him carried for six weeks 
in a gunny sack, while traveling over the 
country in 
a 
spring 
wagon. 
It has 
been said of the rattlesnake that they 
eat only once in six weeks, and with 
them 
“ it is 
a 
long 
tim e between 
drinks,” not indulging in liquids oftener 
than once in a fortnight. This snake, 
however, has proven the falsity of all such 
statem ents. Since he has been upon exhi­ 
bition during the past eight weeks, he has 
devoured three rats, two Horned toads, two 
frogs, and several mice, besides drinking 
water every day, with all the gusto of a 
teetotaler. 
He became quite robust, and 
upon two occasions has broken out of his 
cage, and gone upon a tour of inspection 
in the store. 
His last escapadeof this kind 
was yesterday, and when it was discov­ 
ered that his snakeship had made his 
exit from his narrow glass prison, there 
was almost 
a 
stampede 
among 
the 
clerks, who were afraid to open the draw ­ 
ers, remove a box or bottle, or step into 
any portion of the room where it was the 
least bit dark. 
One clerk, it is said, was so 
badly frightened that he would not put his 
hands in his rear pants pockets, for fear 
that his snakeship m ight be concealed 
there. 
A vigorous search of the premises 
was made, bis snakeship discovered, cap­ 
tured with considerable trouble, and with 
the aid of several pair of long iron tongs' 
returned to his prison. 
A council of war 
was immediately held, and it was decided 
that he m ust die. Just how to kill him was 
the 
question. 
It was 
finally decided 
to first chloroform him and then put him 
to death with surgical instrum ents, so as to 
preserve his body from bruises or lacera­ 
tions. 
A wire with a sponge attached, 
which was saturated with chloroform, was 
inserted through a hole in his den and 
and placed over his nostrils. 
A t first he 
showeil fight, became quite angry, struck 
wildly at the sponge w ith his venomons 
fangs, but tiie powerful anesthetic was too 
m uch for him , and he soon began to get 
away from it. H e was followed around the 
cage w ith the wire for a half hour, but, as 
a bystander remarked, “chloroform had no 
more effect on a ratilesnake th an whisky 
does on a Democrat," and other methods of 
adm inistering it were resorted 
to. 
A 
syringe was loaded, and hv that means the 
liquid was throw n upon his head with 
considerable force, filling his eyes and nos­ 
trils. This was too m uch for him , and he 
soon succumbed to the powerful sleep- 
producer. 


T he Yolo D em ocracy.

OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION 


Proclamation. 


S t a t e o f C a l if o r n ia , 
E x k c u t .y e L e p a r t m e n t , 
S a c r a m e n t o , July 31,1886. 


W HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
third j of ail the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, oí the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUM BER tKNK. 


S e c t io n 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to t 
The word 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
‘ 
cord property, as used i.» this articl» 
* 
section, is nereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, frauchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, o.* any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of tbe realty; and, 
provided further. that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Seciion 'ien ol this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels oil 
their gross or net earnings, m lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in cast* of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents of this btate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. 1 he Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in ihis State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
Dy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this Slate, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the }-ear 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, aud upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a pan of sucn railroad, ana upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed aud taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The

nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


First- The gross eaniinz» which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second-^The gross earnings which, during the 
same rear, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
tietween this State and other Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated In this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to - h e 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within tbe State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken aud deemed to be the groa» earn­ 
ings of sneli railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall beeoroe part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two-thirls thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counlies. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
countv shall be treated asacounty. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person cr per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to nay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right t« operate 
tbeir railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with sncb penalties 
as the Legislature may Impose for lh» non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this station designated, arid may 
be enforced in such n an n cr as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, fo far as 
the same are situatid within tho boundaries ol 
any common school district, shaft tie subject to 
an ail valorem tax for school jatrposes voted by 
the electors of Lie- district, at a special election 
held for that yurpose, the setae as other prop- 
ertv situated w ithin the district, anything in 
this ajticlo to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And nil railroads, as far as they are situated 
w ithin tbe boundaries of auy incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
io: municipal purposes Ihe same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
1 the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more o', 
them, In such cases and amounts and in s’.cb 
manner as shaft be prescribed by 'aw. No Loun 
withlu this 3tste shall have power, by tnjune 


tion or otherwise, to Interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laiF 'inder the 
form of law, except upon a showL 
that tbe 
fumo property has been taxed more than once 
for the same punióse in the same year, aud then 
only upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property tE question; 
proridcd. that in all eases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the 3 ax Collect ir to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. Aft such actions 
must he commenced w ithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Court» in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as rhe Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided.
